BDITORIAL. 


N collecting, compiling, classifying and arranging the FreperaL Directory 

of Newcastle and District for its inaugural year, 1901, I have endea- 

voured to make the work as true a guide to both business men and residents 
of the district as it was possible to do. 


In order that the Direcrory should issue simultaneously with the 
establishment of the Federal Parliament, the time aliowed mne (a little over 
three months) for placing the work completed into the printers’ hands 
necessitated a severe strain, which, however, was materially lessened by the 
kind assistance I received from public and private inen throughout the dis- 
tricts treated with. Having had no precedent to go by or fali back upon 
from start to finish, it can easily be realised the amount of work entailed in 
the collection of information, to say nothing of the classification (alphabeti- 
cally and otherwise) and arrangement of the contents. ‘his, combined with 
the short time allowed for completing the work, severely handicapped me, 
and I could not have completed the task, had it not been for the kind co- 
operation and assistance rendered by the various municipal and public bodies 
under whose patronage the Direcrory is published,—as well as from other 
public and private sources. 


I wish specially to tender my sincere thanks to the Hon. J. L. 
Fegan (Minister for Mines and Agriculture), Mr \V. 'l. Dick, MP, the 
members of the Police Department throughout the district (especially Sub- 
Inspector Hinds), the various Mayors and Council Clerks, Postal Officials, 
and to all who gave me most valuable and ready assistance, enabling the 
work to be compiled in what undoubtedly is record time for this class of 
book. 


In preparing a work of this description a difficulty is always experi- 
enced in making the information it contains intere:ting to persons outside 
of the districts dealt with, who are not interested in local affairs. This I 
have endeavoured to overcome by the introduction of a quantity of descrip- 
tive matter dealing with our great coal fields, and other interesting infor- 
mation, which, had time and space been available, I should like to have 
dealt with at greater length, taking in a wider range. Under existing cir- 
cumstances, the best that could be done has been accomplished. 


‘The proofs as received from the printers, have been submitted to the 
leading author‘ties in the various centres, revised and verified, and every 
vare has beep taken to correct errors and make the work a reliable guide to 
the district. Should any such errors be discovered, I would deem it a favor 
if their nature and position were pointed out. In conclusion, I trust that 
the work may fulfil the object for which it has been compiled.

NEWCASTLE. 





To say that the world-renowned seaport of Newcastle has, by its phenomenally rapid development, 
garned the justly-deserved appellation of the ‘‘ Second City of New South Wales” is simply the truth. 


-When it is considered that on several occasions its annual export and shipping trade has exceeded that of 


Sydney, it may safely be predicted that ere long this great emporium of the coal trade in the Southern Hemis- 
phere will outstrip the Mother City of the State in this respect, more particularly when it is rapidly becoming 
the port of shipment for nearly all the wool grown in the north-western and northern districts of the State. 
An idea of the vast extent of the coal trade may be formed from the fact that during the year 1899 (when 
the last return was made) no less than 3,259.708 tons of coal, valued at £1,005,420, were won in and 
around Newcastle, and that to achieve this about 8,000 men were employed above and underground. 
The machinery and appliances for loading coal, it is safe to say, are far and away superior to any other 
south of the Line, comprising as they do twelve Hydraulic Cranes and three Steam Cranes on the Dyke, 
and others at Stockton, A.A. Co.’s and H-xham, to say nothing of many other up-to-date appliances used 
for labor-saving purpeses. Most of the principal Collieries, with the exception of Stozkton, are 
connected by private lines with the Great Northern Railway. The export of live stock has increased 
enormously of late years, and during 1900 3,306 horses, 7,308 cattle, 27,491 sheep, and 2,205 pigs were 
shipped. ‘he wool export trade is another great factor in the prosperity of Newcastle. Started in 1883, it 
has been gradually but surely increasing. ‘The ,establishment of this industry has been the means of 
attracting magnificent cargo-carrying steamers of the largest tonnage to visit Newcastle, and hundreds of 
men to be employed in the trade. A large sum of money is thus caused to be circulated. The number of 
vessels entering the port of Newcastle during the year 1900 was 1,542 with a registered tonnage of 2,161,026; 
the departures were 1,493 vessels with a tonnage of 2,087,319. These figures are exclusive of the 
coastal traders. Newcastle also possesses an admirable Towage service, consisting of powerful tugs, which 
efficiently perform all services required of them, both in towing into, out of, and about the harbour. As 
regards the City proper its growth, like its commerce, is truly astonishing. Fine buildings have during the 
last few years sprung up in every direction, and the new Post Office now in course of erection will be beth 
an ornament and credit to the City. The erection of large Warehouses in many of the principal streets 
denotes greatly increasing prosperity, both of the City and surrounding districts. Among the many 
industries which have been established in and around the City which may be mentioned are Breweries, 
Carriage Factories, Foundries, Engineering Works, Biscuit Factories, Flour Mills, Shipbuilding, Copper 
Works, Sulphide and Nickel Works, and many other industries, all of which denote a truly progressive 
state, and point mo-t unmistakably to the future greatness of the City of Neweastle and district as likely to 
be second to none in the Commonwealth. Indeed it may safely be predicted that as the newly-created 
nation advances, this City will not only become the great Coal Emporium but also the Shipping and 
Manufacturing Port for general commerce par excellence of Australia. Buta few years back frozen meat 
was added to the export trade from the Abe:deen Freezing Works, and during 1900 49,066ewt. of beef and 
69.975ewt. of mutton was exported. With the establishment of the Sulphide Works at Cockle Creek the 
export has also increased of gold concentrates, silver-lead and copper ingots. Various other items of 
interest connected with the district are dealt with elsewhere. The City, which was incorporated in 1859, is 
governed by the Neweastle Borough Council, and in 1900 was financially on a most satisfactory basis. The 
municipal valuation of that year showed the annual rental value of the Municipality household property to 
be £147,997 8s, with capital value of property £2,556,644. The area of the Municipality is 1,060 acres, 
through which 25 miles of streets run, valued at £36,500. There are 13 miles of sewers, 2,770 dwelling 
houses, with 3,212 municipal electors. The population of the City as taken by house-to-house canvas in 
1900 was 15,000 persons. The City was lighted by gas from 1856 till 1891, when the electric light was 
substituted, and which has since been carried on by the Borough Council in buildings in Sydney Street. 
The wharves at Carrington Dyke are also lighted by the electric light, supplied from the Government 
hydraulic engine-house. The water supply of the City is under the control of the Hunter District Water 
Supply and Sewerage Board. Newcastle is the See of an Anglican Bishop, and is presided over by the 
Right Rev. G. H. Stanton, Bishop of the Diocese of Newcastle. The Newcastle Chamber of Commerce, 
Municipal and other bodies have all proved important factors in the advancement of the port. When the 
complete returns of the coal industry have been compiled, it is safe to say that 1900 will prove to be a 
record year in the trade of Newcastle. It is not intended to extend this brief introduction to what must in 
time become the Birmingham of Australia further than to add that Newcastle contains all the conveniences 
and materials for a large and prosperous City.
